After fo Glorious and 
which reſcued, if not all Germany, at leaſt, the Em- 
peror's Hereditary Countries, from the French Y oke, 
it was reaſonable to expect, that thoſe, who reap 
the immediate Advantages of that Victory, would 
make proportionable Efforts, with their Deliveren 
againſt the Common Enemy. Upon this juſt Ex 
pectation, we were forward to entertain the Hope 
of Conquering, not only Saar-Louis, and Thionvill, 
but even Mentz and other Places in the very Heart 
of France. Yet we had the Mortification to fee out 
Hopes miſerably baffled, in the Year 1705, both 
by the Enemy's Activity and Diligence, and by thi

ſoon beat back. The Twenty-firſt in the Morn- 
ing one of the Enemy's Ships of 80 Guns came 
very near her, with a deſign to batter her; but 
* ſhe being full of Water, and the Powder wet, it
